Therefore to falve that diffi- 
culty, thofe who have pretended that priviledge and 
acted thereupon, have accordingly ordered their af- 
faires by pretended Revelations Heaven; which 
practice how. abfurd it is, and what a monfter in a 
Common-wealth, is obvious to any underftanding 
that will but confider, that.acts of juftice in a Com- 
mon-wealth are to be of publique cognifance, and 


_ fuch as are fuppofed to be owned, or ought to be,by 


the community, orthe major part thereof,for which 


caufea Revelationfrom Heaven brought in evidence 
- many court, although it fhould be true, is nora fuf- 


ficient evidence for any Judge to go uponin pafling 
fentence, becaufe unlefle the Judge have a Revelay 
tion alfo, it comes not within his underftacdiny to 


be able tojudge ofthe matter. Ifboth Judge and 


Witneffes havea Revelation {peaking the fame
